Just recently, 1 was going through 
some stacks of old mags trying to 
decide which ones I would file for 
storage and which ones I would add to 
the city's landfill problems. 1 
encountered my years' collection of 
CARtoons mags, l stopped my work to 
sit back and look through some of the 
oldies. One word comes to mind when I 
read all of the past's great strips and 
features; “classic.” 

There has been no other magazine 
I've laid eyes to that contained such a 
variety of superior humor writing with 
classic automotive artwork. The details 
included in the cars has always 
impressed my mechanical background. 
Aiding that little touch of realism with 
a touch of “out-of*bounds” screaming 
performance always makes CARtoons 1 
ears just a little more impressive. When 
these great dream machines are 
combined with story lines that crack 
you up for hours, the result is simply a 
magazine that should be impervious to 
persecution.

George Quatermass Trosley. If you have ever 
looked at a CAR toons magazine the name is in¬ 
stantly recognized. Words spring to mind ... car - 
toonist extraordinaire, creative, prolific, hamloaf 
unsound, loopy , squirrelly. etc. George (Trose- 
hahy to. his friends) has worked as a professional 
cartoonist for over fifty-two years, fifty one of 
them for CARtoons magazine. Starting life, oddly 
enough, as a baby, George's life spans over Haifa 
century and several countries . Julie Bdrtzoil talked 
with George at his mountain retreat in Sourskocl. 
Pennsylvania. Known for Ins candid opinions on 
cars drawing, politics I he once hosted a local T.V. 
show called: "SKETCHING DEAD REPUBLI¬ 
CANS') and life in general, he talked candidly 
about his career. Dressed in baggy TaeKwonDo 
workout pants and an Andy Warhol designed shirt, 
she found Trosley to be a warm, caring, sensitive, 
sexist pig. The interview took place on July 10, 
1989 just a few hours before George was. to have 
some toast.

GEORGE TROSLEY: 1 was bom in the Wes! Indies. 
Trinidad, in fact. My birthday is December 19, which is 
the start of the Carnival of Trinidad. My father, a com¬ 
poser, happened to be Calypso King that year. Two years 
later my family moved to London where we stayed for 
about five years. 

BGRTZOIL: Did you start to show an aptitude for car¬ 
tooning early on? 

TROSLEY: Hmm. Yeah, sure, l was always drawing 
on anything that could hold a line. My dad was a cab 
criver in London and since he was legally blind, his tips 
weren't thegreaiest. So we really couldn'l afford luxuries 
like pens and pencils ... I d use whatever was around 
chalk, charcoal, onions, duck spoor ... 

RARTZOIL: Were you reading comic books then? 
About what year was this? 
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(left) A young Georgie studies a pari 
from a super-charge kir on his second 
birthday, (right) George does his duly 
(front, second from left J with the Sla¬ 
vonian Nat, Guard, (below right) 
George first wife Dixie gives their 
second daughter Paopsiealtft to sc hool 
in his 1925 Austin Seven Tourer. 


TROSLEY: Ohh ... L92L 22 ... thereabouts. No, there 
weren't really any comic bonks then, bm some of the 
popular magazines like Punch, London Quarter ly and 
Heavy Melai had some greal stuff in them! 

BORTZOIL: Why did your family leave England? 

TROSLEY: The Prime Minister asked us to leave after 
my older brother*'Thaddeus, lost contra I of a. „. 6-cylinder 
Citroen and drove it through a wal I in Westm i n i sterA bbey. 
He kilted a one-legged Pygmy Priest and broke a lamp. 
My mother had a sister in Pennsylvania so we headed 
stateside. 


BORTZOIL: You've spent most of your life here in 
Pennsylvania, You must love Lhc pri vacy, the fresh moun¬ 
tain air, the down-to-earth people, the ... 

TROSLEY: Actually 1 can't stand it here, but I can 1 ! 
afford to move my wife and 14 kids anywhere else! 

(n fact, considering my wife's weight, 1 can't afford to 
move her to the next room!! Har-har! 

BORTZOIL: Hmmnr Right. So _ how did you become 
associated with CAR toons magazine? No one in Los 
Angeles seemed to want to talk about it! 

TROSLEY: Well, that's an interesting story. Did you 
happen to see the movie Deliverance ? Thai was based on 
Ellerson's (*noie* Dennis EHefson has been the Editor of 
CARtoons for over 62 years) experiences while river 
rafting with Shawn Kerri and Tom Marnick just a few 
miles from here ... Heh! They were forced to swim Tor 
shore when Ellefson's pipe caught the raft afire! I found 
them lost in the backwoods crying and babbling like some 
kind of bitter, bloated babies. When 1 found out who 
Dennis was, 1 told him I’d lead them to safely if he would 
gi ve me a life-long contract with the magazine! The funny 
part is, they were only about 20 yards from a busy 
highway!! Dumb Californians! 



BARTZOIL: That's incredible! For someone who black¬ 
mailed his way in, vnuVe become the major selling point 
of the magazine! 

TROSLEY: Yeah, well ... no accounting for people's 
taste. But I try hard. 

BORTZOIL: I’ve noticed that you use a lot of zip-adone 
(*note? zip-a lone is an adhesive-backed, clear, plastic 
film with various black dot patterns which, when cutout 
and placed on artwork, create various shading tech¬ 
niques). Do you get the stuff wholesale?!] 

TROSLEY: Well. Marnick always goes on about how 
much Vip 1 I use, and all l have to say is that l won the 
prestigious Dotdnink award seventeen years in a row! 

BARTZOIL: Wowce! Vm impressed!! Let's talk about 
your most famous creations ... Krass n Bemie and yout 
wonderful ’How to draw pages. Where in the world did 
you come up with Krass n Bernte ...?

It's kind of strange 
because so many people think that K^ass n Benue are a 
play on words for crash and bum, but actually ... Wed as 
many people know, my two hobbies are automotive 
customizing and aciem Finnish culture. The characters 
Krass 'ff Bemie are derived from a very old religion 
which 1 discovered in my travels in and around Finland.

BARTZOIL: Fascinating! Howaboutthe How-to stuff? 

How did that come about, it seems to be a popular feature 

TROSLEY: That's another irony. The reason 1 initially 
did those was for the other contributors in the magazine! 

Ellefson said that although they had great ideas, most of 
them couldn’t draw a decent vehicle if their life depended 
on it, But, well ... we got late with a deadline so Dennis 
figured ’What the hoo-hah, maybe the kids'!
